Rome, November 18. wed 

‘HE Pope holds frequent Congre- 

ions of State, about the pre- 

ent Jun@ure of Affairs in Europe, 
particularly in Italy ; and perfifts 

in his Refolution, not to grant 
Winter-Quarters in the Ecclefiaftial Terri- 
tories and the Ferrareze, either to the Forces 
of the Emperor, or of the two united Crowns 
of France and Spain; accordingly he has 
given leave to the Inhabitants of the Pro- 
vinces of Bologna and Ferrara to take Arms 
to defend the Frontiers againft all Forreign 
Troops whatfoever. He: has likewife fent 
order to all the Princes, Counts, and other 
‘Lords whofe Dominions are Fiefs of the 
‘Church, to keep an exact Neutrality; and 
‘not furnifh either Party with any thing with- 
‘out his Confent. 1 being ver} 
Scarce and Dear. in this City, his Holinels 
has caus’d 12000 Barrels to. be brought. from 
‘Otranto, and fold at a reafonable Price, 
for the Relief of the People. -

Maeftricht, Dec. 4.. Major General Dedem 
is expected here very fhortly, to command 
in. this place in the shies of General Dopf 
our Governour, and Major General Goor , 
who are to go and take upon them the Com- 
mand of the Troops of Holland in the Coun- 
tries of Cologne and Juliers. "Tis fuppos'd 
that Bonn will be attack’d this Year fill, 
and that fome Regiments will march out 
from hence to -be employ'd in that Service: 
Tis faid likewife, That the Artillery is ready 
in feveral Places to be fent that way on the 
firft Order. What will be the Event of the 
Emperor’s affembling the Eftates of the Prin- 
cipality of Liege,is yet uncertain ; tho’ {eeing 
the Elector of Cologne the Prince. of. Liege, 
is neither withdrawn out of that Country,nor 
depriv'd of his Dignity, there will be fome 
Difficulties about the Forms and Stile of 
their Proceedings. “Mean time the Affairs 
proposd to their Confultations are fo rea- 
fonable, that ’tis believw’d the Emperor and 
the States. General. will have entire  Satis- 
faction.
